SNYDER TO ENTER GOP 
RACE FOR STATE REP 


Brady D. Snyder, 37, 
announced his candidacy today 
for the Republican nomination 
for State Representative from 
the newly formed 9th Hampden 
District comprising Agawam and 
West Springfield Precinct 8. 

A newcomer to the local 
political scene, Snyder in 
announcing his candidacy stated, 
“For the past 15 years I have 
tried, to the best of my ability, 
to serve my community. If Jam 
the peoples’ choice to the House 
of Representatives, I pledge my 
every effort and ability in serv- 
ing, not as an individual, but as e 
representative for the people 
who invested their trust in me.” 

Snyder is employed with 
Monsanto Company, Springfield, 
Mass., as coordinating manager 
for By-Product Sales. He is 
charged with the responsibility 
of developing markets and sell- 
ing by-product Polymer and 
resin products for several Mon- 

His respon- 
vilities also entail his acting as 
liaison between District Sales 
Offices, Marketing and Manu- 
facturing: Interpreting, co- 
ordinating and formulating 
policies - developing and up- 
dating systems and procedures, 
which are consistent with 
company policies. 

A native of West Milton, 
Pennsylvania, Snyder graduated 
from Milton High School in 
1949. He earned a Bachelor of

from Western New England 
College in 1960, serves as his 
class treasurer and a member of 
the W.N.E.C. Alumni Associa- 
tion - elected president in 
1967-68. He was past captain of 
the W.N.E.C. Building Fund 
Committee, past president of the 
Pi Tau Kappa Fraternity and is 
currently serving as a member of 
its. Board of Governors whose 
function is to establish policies, 
guide and assist chapters located 
in the New England area. 

A veteran of the Korean con- 
flict, Snyder is a past command- 
er of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, Agawam Post 1632, and 
has been an active member of 
the Agawam Veterans’ Memorial 
Committee since 1963 - serving 
as chairman 1964-66. 

He is Deacon of the Feeding 
‘Hills Congregation Church, a 
member of Samuel D. Sherwood 
Lodge A.F.&A.M., and is acting 
manager of the Feeding Hills 
Congregational Church’s Junior 
Girls’ Softball Team of the 
Agawam Interchurch Girls’ Soft- 
ball League.

CON CON SIGS EXCEED NEED 


Senator John M. Quinlan, 
Chairman of the Committee for 


a Constitutional Convention 
filed 17,360 certified signatures, 
far in excess of the 10,206 re- 
quired to place the question of 
calling Massachusetts’ first Con- 
stitutional Convention in 50 
years on the ballot this fall. 

The question, No. 4 on this 
November’s ballot, is pre- 
liminary and not binding. The 
people would again have to vote 
affirmatively in 1970 before the 
Convention would be called in 
1971. 

If called, the 150 delegates, 
chosen on a non-partisan basis, 
could ¢onsider reform in such 
areas as: the size of the House of 
Representatives; limitation on 
the length of legislative seesions; 
change in the structure and oper- 
ation of county government; 
possible institution of regional 
organizations to deal with the 
problems of urban  transpo- 
rtation, water supply, enviorn- 
mental health, and waste dis- 
posal; restructuring of the Exec- 
utive Branch to complete the 
process of making administrative 
officials more responsible to the 
voters by making them more 
responsive to the Governor; ex- 
tension of the franchise by 
lowering the voting age and re- 
ducing residency requirements; 
and consideration of future 
methods of Constitutional se 
form, All recommendation of 
the Convention would be 
ratified or rejected by the voters 
in 1972.

RODEO RETURNS 
TO EXPO FOR 68 


WEST SPRINGFIELD, Mass. 
— Rodeo is cowboys and cow- 
girls, wild horses and fighting 
brahma bulls, trick riders and 
fancy rope spinners. And it all 
returns to the Eastern States 
Exposition after its successful 
appearance here last year. 

Robert B. Atkinson, chair- 
man of the executive committee, 
announced that Howard Harris 
TI will bring his Cowtown 
Championship Rodeo to the fair 
from Woodstown, New Jersey, 
known to most rodeo fans as 
Cowtown, N.J. Performances are 
scheduled to open on Wed- 
nesday, Sept. 18, and run 
through Saturday, Sept. 21. 

The saga of rodeo is a throw- 
back to the early days of the 
West. Nineteenth century cow- 
boys originated the sport in- 
formally with competition on 
the open range and ever since 
rodeo has been a part of 
Americana, so much so that nine 
million spectators in more than 
500 communities all over the 
United States last year paid ad- 
mission to see their childhood 
idol, the cowboy. 

Today, cowboys compete 
throughout the nation and are 
governed rigidly by the Rodeo 
Cowboy’s Association of Den- 
ver, Colorado. 

The Cowtown Championship 
Rodeo at the Exposition, one of 
500 sanctioned by the R.C.A. 
this year, is typical of all rodeos. 
It will pit the cowboy against 
the horse or bull. The cowboy 
has a deep respect for his wild 
animal foe. 

During its Coliseum run on 
the fairgrounds, cowboys will 
compete in the five classic events 
of rodeo — bareback, bronc 
riding, saddle bronc riding, steer 
wrestling, calf roping and 
brahma bull riding. 

The bareback, saddle-bronc 
and bull riding events are scored 
on points — if the rider stays up 
and on long enough to quality. 
Steer-wrestling and calf-roping 
are timed events, with cowboys 
battling both the beast and the 
clock to win. 

Over 100 contestants from 29 
states willbe vying for prize 
money and because it is a sanct- 
ioned event, individual scores 
will count toward national titles.

FOCUS: OUTDOORS - - 
AT U OF M 


Amateur and professional 
scientists from all over the 
Northeast will converge on the 
University of Massachusetts cam- 
pus in Amherst on August 24 to 
participate in FOCUS: OUT- 
DOORS, a natural history con- 
ference. This second annual 
workshop is sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
and is open to the public. 

Many of the naturalists who 
will be traveling to the con- 
ference will serve as instructors 
and entertainers, but most of the 
1000 participants will enjoy an 
informal vacation weekend of 
natural history education with 
the experts. Two celebrated 
naturalist photographers, Dr. 
Olin Sewall Pettingill, Jr., Direc- 
tor of the Laboratory of Ornith- 
ology at Cornell University in 
New York, and Robert Hermes, 
a National Audubon Screen 
Tour lecturer from Florida, will 
narrate their color nature 
movies. Harvard University will 
send two renowned scientists, 
Dr. Alfred Sherwood Romer and 
Dr. Carroll Williams. Nature 
photographers Jack Englert, 
FSPA, of Eastman Kodak, and 
Leslie Campbell, FPSA, a widely 
praised amateur will present 
color slide programs. 

More than thirty informal 
lecture-demonstrations will be 
conducted by scientists, amateur 
naturalists, conservationists and 
students on subjects ranging 
from seashore life to back- 
packing, from erns and trees to 
tocks and stars. This Nature 
College will find professors from 
Amherst, Westfield, Springfield 
and Smith Colleges, and the 
University of Massachusetts tea- 
ching alongside several graduate 
students, a physicsist talking 
about hiking, a florist displaying 
spiders, a high school teacher 
demonstrating his hand-made 
telescopes, and a Maine guide 
showing his woodcraft skills 
Field trips on ecology, ferns, 
trees, birds and geology will tour 
the Connecticut Valley.

Attorney General Elliot L. 
Richardson’s Citizen’s Aid 
Bureau is about to celebrate its 
first birthday as the state’s un- 
official complaint bureau for 
citizens seeking solutions to the 
problems arisin from their deal- 
ings with other state agencies. 

Upon its establishment last 
year, Richardson said of the 
bureau, “Whenever possible it 
will respond directly to the 
citizen’s inquiry or complaint. 
Whenever necesary it will refer 
the matter to the appropriate 
division, of the Attorney 
General’s department or to any 
other agency best equipped to 
deal with it.” 

Both Richardson and the 
head of the bureau, Leon L. 
Dary, Jr., of Barnstable, em- 
phasized that the bureau does 
not “pass the buck” to other 
agencies. 

In most cases, Dary em- 
phasized, a call or letter is handl- 
ed quickly and the citizen can 
usually expect a personal reply 
to his question. In some cases 
hours of research and several 
calls to state agencies are 
necessary before the answer can 
be found. The bureau regularly 
processes about fifty calls and 
letters a day, Dary noted. 

Other members of Dary’s 
staff include Miss Edna J. 
Gustafson of Worcester, Dary’s 
administrative assistant, 
Assistant Attorney General 
Charles F. Peoples of Stoneham, 
Deputy Assistant Attorney 
General Ruy Villela of New Bed- 


‘ford, and Miss Anne Curran of 


Boston, the bureau’s secretary. 

The bureau handles a wide 
range of problems, many simple, 
others involving matters of life 
and death. For example, Dary 
and his staff have advised an 
elderly welfare recipient that 
under the law he is entitled toa 
free hunting license. They have 
informed store owners how the 
so-called blue-laws affect them, 
as well as advising town govern- 
ment officials on questions like 
“Can we repeal a certain 
article?” 

To aid citizens with critical 
problems, the bureau keeps an 
accurate list of emergency 
medical equipment in private 
hospitals and clinics in the state. 
Said Dary about this informa- 
tion, “Private hospitals are not 
required to report such equip- 
ment, so it was well worth our 
efforts to acquire the listings. 
They have come in handy in a 
number of emergency cases.” 

Dary described a case which 
occurred on a quiet Saturday 
afternoon when nobody else 
could be reached. A Milton 
family whose home had been 
destroyed by fire several hours 
before was in dire need of help. 
By suppertime the bureau had 
found clothes from churches and 
other charitable organizations 
jor the entire family. 

Making a general statement 
about what seems to bother 
Massachusetts residents most, as 
indicated by nearly a year of 
mail and calls, Dary said it is the

feeling that government is “too 
big” to be interested in their 
particular problems. 

“We're trying to prove it isn’t 
so, by giving each person who 
writes or calls a personal reply,” 
Dary said. 

“We’re not looking for extra 
work, necessarily, but we want 
people who need help to know 
we are here, at least,’ Dary 
concluded.

“The first six months of this 
year has been one of the very 
best first halfs in the history of 
Western Bank & Trust,’ Mr.
